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Summary of reasons for decision: 

'It's Alright to be White' is a flyer by the Creativity Alliance, a white supremacist organisation based in 
the US but with chapters around the world including Australia. It includes several appeals directed at 
a white people and also promotes a list of ebooks by the self-confessed American white separatist and 
racial purist Ben Klassen. The Classification Office has carefully considered whether this publication 
promotes discrimination against, or contempt toward, racial or ethnic minorities that is likely to be 
injurious to the public good and has determined that it does not. It also does not promote or 
encourage criminal acts or acts of terrorism to any appreciable degree. The general public is likely to 
recognise the publication as white supremacist propaganda and will likely disregard its contents 
without any manifest harm. In order to cross the threshold of promoting or encouraging criminal 
violence or terrorism, publications need to do more than simply express hateful ideas. Accordingly, 
this publication must be classified as unrestricted — and we would note that this decision is wholly 
consistent with the right to freedom of expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990. We would further note however that this should not be read as implying that the offence many 
reasonable New Zealanders might feel in relation to this publication should have no remedy 
whatsoever — we are simply making the necessary assessment according to the boundaries set by the 
current Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993.
